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Continuation of 3. NOTE: New issues have been raised by the various amendments that would require further consideration and/or 
search. Regarding the claim objection (claims 19-36) the relevance to Patent Law is that claims must clearly and distinctly set forth the 
subject matter of the invention; see 35 USC 112. Labelling a single direction under two names creates confusion and creates the 
assumption that they are distinguishable from one another. Regarding Ganz, the elements of the invention to Ganz read on the claims, 
note that during patent examination, the pending claims must be interpreted as broadly as their terms reasonably allow. In re Zletz, 893 
F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 320,322 (Fed. Cir. 1999). In determining the patentability of claims, the PTO gives claim language its 
broadest reasonable interpretation" consistent with the specification and claims. In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 
1027 (Fed. Cir. 1997). See MPEP § 904.1. Applicant's submission of new claims on 3/10/06 in response to the non-final rejection of 
10/31/05 necessitated the new grounds of rejection.
